Firm's Activity Criticised. 


The arrangement under which the 
Morgan firm was appointed commer- 
cial agent of the British government 
in the United States during the war, 
was widely criticised.

plain that in some cases they were 
rivals of the Morgan firm Hi 'special 
lines of commerce. 
In England the criticism of the. ar- 
.rangement was carried into parliament 
and only yesterday was debated there. 
Lord Grinthorpe, a banker member of 
the house of lords, urged that. Canada 
should have the preference in orders 
for shells and added that, "one reason 
why more orders are not going to 
Canada is that the biff shadow of an 
interloper stands between her and the 
government." 
Earl Curzon, lord of the privy seal, 
replying to this speech, informed the 
house that the Morgan company was 
acting as British agents on a com- 
mission of only one per cent. 
"Within the past forty-eight hours," 
he said, "I havo seen testimonv from 
the highest authority that the Morgan 
arrangement ha.s assured as the best 
efficiency and economy and has been 
most beneficial to the government of 
the country," 


Assailant In Custody, 


With three guards the assailant was 
placed in ono oJ Mr. Morgan's auto- 
mobiles and hurried at top speed to 
Glencove.

Ruler of Mexico for Thirty Years Did 


Not Regret His Reslanirig From 


the Disturbances of Nation. 


[HV ASSOCIATE!/ 1'RESS.) 


' Paris, July 3.—Members of the fam- 
ily o£-Porfirio Diaz have not.'yet de- 
termined what arrangement will be 
made for the funeral of the late presi- 
dent o! Mexico, except that it will be 
of simple character, in keeping with 
his quiet life in Paris. 


Distressed by Civil War. 


The former president died last night 
as the result of a complication'of dis- 
eases, due\to advanced age. General 
Diaz during his four years' .residence 
In Paris, made 
few - acquaintances 
among the French people. He receiv- 
ed a good many Mexicans, but" be- 
came more and more distressed by 
the disorders in. Mexico which reach- 
ed him by leters and- by' person.3, who 
gave him pessimistic accounts of the 
conditions and destruction' of his in- 
stitution. 
It does not appear that 
General 
Diaz ever regretted 
his 
resignation 
from the presidency of Mexico after 
thirty years of'rule, nor that'he felt 
Inclined to return nor missed his loss 
of power. .Nothing that he told his 
friends would indicate It. Only once, 
so far as is known, did the general en- 
deavor to influence Mexican affairs, 
and that was when he allowed two of 
his friends to'use his'name in recom- 
mending General Huerta, 
when the 
latter was provision president of the 
republic, that he yield to the desire 
of President Wilson, ajid resign. . 


Reviews Own Career. 
/ 
The letter with which General1 Por- 
firio Diaz anounced, on May 25. 1911, 
his , resignation from the Presidency 
of Mexico after having been master 
of thij country 
for thirty-five years, 
gives in his own words an interesting 
glimpae of his remarkable career. It 
reads:

. '.'Sir: The Mexican people who een- 
erously have covered me with honors, 
who proclaimed me as 
their leader 
during the.international war, who pa- 
triotically assisted me in all works 
undertaken to develop industry and 
the commerce of the Republic, estab- 
lish its credit, gain for It the respect 
of the- world arid obtain for it an hon- 
orable position in.the concert of na- 
tions—that, same/ people, sir.' hnve re- 
volted in armeoVniilitary bands, stat- 
ing . that, my presence . in-,- the .cxar-r 
cises ot the sr.preme"'exceuUve power 
is the cause of this insurrection.- 
"I do not know of.any fact-'imput- 
nble to-me which could have caused 
ibis social- phenomenon, but permit- 
ting, though not adnv tting, that Imiay 
be unwittingly culpable, such a possi- 
bility makes me the least able to rea- 
son out and decide my own culpabil- 
ity. 
Therefore, respecting" as I have 
always respected the will of the peo- 
ple, and in accordance with article 
82 with the Federal Gonst'.tution. I 
come before the Supreme Represenla-

Displaced by Madero. 
The revolution led by General Fran- 
cisco L. Madero. Jr.. had 
brought 
about the ag-e:! President's reported 
pledge early In 1911 to

May 24, the day on which the resigna- 
tion was expected, it was not .forth- 
coming. 
Riots occurred' that day in 
Mexico City, during which many per- 
sons wer killed. The National Palace 
was stoned by mobs shouting, "Viva 
Madero!" and demanding to 
know 
why Diaz did not resign. The next 
day he' read his letter of resignation 
to the Chamber of Deputies 
A largo 
majority voted aye; the other legis- 
lators rose and ' bowed their affirma- 
tion'as their names were called. - 
The Minister of 
Fore.ign 
Affairs. 
Francisco Leon de la -Barra. was ini- 
mecliatelv chosen Provisional Presi- 
dent and Diaz, of whom for thirty 
years all . Mexico had stood in awe. 
left the ckpital secretly 'the next.-day, 
to embark at Vera Cruz for Europe. 
Since then he had lived virtually an. 
exile in Paris and other European cit- 
ies, a silent observer of still mor? 
troublescme times in the land ,he had 
lone ruled. 
The views General Diaz held of 
these subseauent happenings were re- 
norted mainly by rumor; He author- 
ized but few Interviews, and those 
In the main were tho^e of an old man 
erieved over his own misfortunes and 
those of Mexico. He longed .to see 
peace re-established, and was often 
quoted as having urged the now' for- 
mer President Huerta .to quit-to pre- 
vent a foreign war. He was repeat- 
edly reported on the point of return- 
ing to Mexico, but he rlenied thafne 
ever would, unless.Mexico was.drawn 
into wpr with the United States, or 
unless it was for .him to die in his na- 
tive. land.1

Plurr. Butter—Wl.en you read "stir 
constantly tor three hours," in mak- 
ing fruit butter—DON'T. 
For plum 
nutter, take ripe plums, run through 
colander; you

plum pulp. Let that simmer down to 
half ljulk over slow fire, then 
add 


sugar and 
stir thirty 
minutes; you 
then have the. best 
butter possible. 
It s the sugar that makes it burn. 
Sweet Pickled Cherries—Use large 
sour cherries, 'pit and •'' let stand over 
night in vinegar to

Washington, Delivered In Year 1798

EIESTDS AND FELLOW-CITIZENS: The period for a new. election 
of a citizen, to administer the executive government of the United States, 
being not far distant, and the time actually arrived when your thoughts 


must be employed in designating the person who is to be clothed with that 
important trust, it appears to me proper, especially as it may conduce to a 
more distinct expression of the public voice, that I should now apprise you of 
the resolution I have formed, to decline being considered among the number 
of those out of whom a choice IB to be made. 
• 
.• 
• 


I beg you, at the same time, to do me the justice to bo assured, that this 


resolution has not been token without a strict regard to all the considerations 
appertaining to the relation which binds a dutiful citizen to his cotmtrr; and 
that, in -withdrawing the tender of service, which silence in my situation, might 
imply, I am influenced by no diminution of zeal for your future interest; no 
deficiency of grateful respect for your past kindness; but am supported by a 
full conviction that the step is compatible with both. 


The acceptance of, and continuance hitherto in, the office to which yonr 


suffrages have twice called me, have been a -uniform sacrifice of Inclination to 
the opinion of duty, and to a deference for what appeared to be your desire. 
I constantly hoped that it would hare been much earlier in. my power, con- 
sistently with motives which I was not at liberty to disregard, to return to 
that retirement from which I had been reluctantly drawn. 


In looking forward to the moment which is intended to terminate th« 


career of my public life, my feelings do not permit me to suspend the deep 
acknowledgment of that d»bt of gratitude which I owe to my beloved country 
for the many honors it ha.< conferred upon me; still more for the steadfast 
confidence with which it has supported me; and for the opportunities I hart 
thence enjoyed of manifesting my inviolable attachment by service* faithful 
and persevering, though in usefulness unequal to my zeal. 


If benefits have resulted to our country from these service*, let it fttorayl 


be remembered to your praise, and as an instructive example in onr annala, 
that under circumstances in which the passions, agitated in. every direction, 
were liable to mislead, amidst appearances sometimes 'dubious, vicissitudes of 
fortune often discouraging, in situations in which not unfrequently want of 
success has countenanced the spirit of criticism, the constancy of yonr support 
was the essential prop of the efforts, and a guaranty of the plans by which 
they were effected. 


Profoundly penetrated with this idea, I shall carry it with me to my grar*, 


as a strong incitement to unceasing vows that Heaven may continue to you 
the choicest tokens of ita beneficence; that your nnion and 'brotherly affection 
may be perpetual; that the free constitution, which is the work of your hand*, 
may be sacredly maintained; that its administration in every department may 
be stamped with wisdom and virtue; that, in fine, the happiness of the people 
of these States, under the auspices of liberty, may be made complete, by so 
careful a preservation and so prudent a use of this blessing, ae will acquire to 
them the glory of recommending it to the applause, the affection, and adoption 
of every nation which is yet i stranger to it. 


Here, perhaps, I ought to stop. But a solicitude for your welfare, whicK 


cannot end but with my life, and the apprehension of danger natural to that 
solicitude, urge me, on an occasion like the present, to offer to your solemn 
contemplation, nnd to recommend to your frequent review, some sentiments, 
which are (he result of much reflection, of no inconsiderable observation, and 
which appear to me all-important to the permanency of your felicity as a 
people. These will be offered to you with the more freedom, as you can only 
see in them the disinterested warnings of a parting friend, who can possibly 
have no personal motive to bias his counsel. 


National Union Essential to Collective Happiness. 


The unity of government, which constitutes you one people, is also now 


dear to you. It is justly so; for it is a main pillar in the edifice of your real 
independence, the support of your tranquillity at home, your peace abroad; of 
your safety; of your prosperity; of that very liberty which you so highly prize. 


But as it is easy to foresee that from different causes and from different 


quarters much paina will be taken, many artifices employed, to weaken in your 
minds the conviction of this truth; as this is the point in your political fortress 
Ksrainet which the batteries of internal and external onemies will be most eot>- 
etantly and actively (though often covertly and insidiously) directed, it is ol 
infinite moment that you should properly estimate the immense value of your 
national union to your collective and individual happiness; that you should 
cherish a cordial, habitual and immovable attachment to it; accustoming your- 
selves to think and speak of it as of the palladium of your political safety and 
prosperity; watching for ita preservation with zealous anxiety; discountenanc- 
ing whatever may suggest even a suspicion that it can in any event be aban- 
doned ; and indignantly frowning upon the first dawning of every attempt to 
alienate any portion of our country from the rest, or to enfeeble the sacred ties 
which now link together the various parts. 


For this you have every inducement of sympathy and interest. Citizens, 


by birth or choice, of a common country, that country has a, right to concen- 
trate your affections. 
The name of America, which belongs to you, in your 


national capacity, must always exalt the just pride of patriotism, more than 
any appellation derived from local discriminations. With slight shades of 
difference, you have the same religion, manners, habits and political prin- 
ciple?. 
You have in a common cause fought and triumphed together; the in- 


dependence and liberty you possess are the work of joint counstla and joint 
efforts, of common dangers, sufferings and successes. 


In contemplating the causes which may disturb our Union, it occurs as a 


matter of serious concern, that any ground should have been furnished for 
characterizing parties by geographical discriminations Northern and Southern, 
Atlantic and Western; whence designing mon may endeavor to excite a belief 
that there is a real difference of local interest* nnd views. 


One of the expedients of party to acquire influence, within particular 


districts, is to misrepresent t>- opinions and aims of other districts. Yon 
cannot shield yourselves too Vjch against the jealousies and heartburnings 
which spring from these misrepresentations; they tend to render alien to each 
other those who ought to be bound together by fraternal affection. 


To the efficacy and permanency of your union, a government for the whole 


is Indispensable. No alliances, however strict, between the parts c*n be an 
adequate substitute; they must inevitably experience the infractions and inter- 
ruptions which all alliances in all times have experienced. 


Towards the preservation of your government, and the permanency of 


your present happy state, it is requisite, not only that yoc steadily discounte- 
nance irregular oppositions to its acknowledged authority, but also that you 
resist with care the spirit of innovation upon its principles, however specie-tie 
the pretests. One method of assault may be to effect, in the form* of tin 
constitution, alterations, which will impair the energy of the system, and thus 
to undermine what cannot be directly overthrown. 


No Difference 
of Local Interests and Views. 


I hare already intimated to you the danger of parties in the State, with 


particular reference to the founding of them on geographical discrimination. 
Let me now take a reore comprehensive view, and warn you in the most solemn 
manner against the baneful effects of the spirit of party, generally. 


^ This spirit, unfortunately, is inseparable from our nature, having its root 


in the strongest passions of the human mind. It exists undsr different shapes 
in all governments, more or less stifled, controlled, or repressed; but in those 
of the popular form it is seen in its greatest rankness, and is truly their wont 
enemy. 


It is important, likewise, that the habits of thinking in a free country 


should inspire caution, in those intrusted with its administration, to confine 
tnemselves within their respective constitutional spheres, avoiding in the exer- 
cise of the powers of one department to encroach upon another 
The spirit «f 


encroachment tends to consolidate the powers of all the department, in one, 
and thus to create, whatever the form of government, a real despotism 
A 


just estimate of that love of power, and proneneaa to abuse it, which piedonun- 
efes m the human heart, is sufficient to satisfy us of the truth of this position 


Ihe necessity of reciprocal checks in the exercise of political power, by 


Jmdmg and dietabutmg it into different depositories, and constitutogl.ch 
the guardian o, the public weal against invasions by the others, has been 
evinced by experiments ancient and modern, some of them in our country and 
under our own eyes. To preserve them must he as necessary as to institute 
t.em. If. in the opinion of the people, the distribution or modification of the

But let then b'» 
no change by usurpation; for, though this, in one instance, may U the instru- 
ment of good, it is the customary weapon by which free governments ire de- 
stroyed. The precedent must always greatly overbalance ia permanent evil 
any partial or transient benefit which the use can at any time yield. 


Of all the dispositions and habits which lead to politic*) prosperity, 


religion and morality are indispensable supports. In Tain would that man 
claim the tribute of patriotism, who should labor to subvert these great pillars 
of human happiness, these firmest props of the duti«a »f men and citizen*. 
The mere politician equally with the pious man ought to rapect and to cherish 
them. 


It is substantially true that Tirtue or morality i* a. necessary spring of 


popular government 
The rule, indeed, extends with more or less force to 


every species of free government Who, that is a sincere friend to it, can look 
with indifference upon attempts to shake the foundation of the fabric I 


Public Opinion Should Be Enlightened. 


Promote, then, as an object of primary importance, institutions for the 


general diffusion of knowledge. In proportion as the itruetura of a gorern- 
ment gives force to public opinion, it it essential that public opinion should U 
enlightened. 


Observa good faith and justice towards all nations; cultivate peace and 


harmony with all. Religion and morality enjoin this conduct; and can it be 
that good policy does not equally enjoin it? 


_ It will^be worthy of a free, enlightened, and at no distant period a great 


nation, to give to mankind the magnanimous and too novel example of a peopl. 
always guided by an exalted justice and benevolence. Who can doubt that in 
the course of time and things, the fruits of such a plan would richly repay any 
temporary advantages, which might be lost by a st«ady adherence to it? 


Can it be that Providence has not connected 'the permanent felicity »f a 


nation with its virtue? The experiment, at least, is recommended by tTery 
sentiment which ennobles human nature, Alas! ia it rendered impossible: by 
its vices? 
•*• 


In the execution of such a plan, nothing ia more essential than that per- 


manent, inveterate antipathies against particular nation*, and passionate at- 
tachments for others, should be excluded; and that, in place of them/just and 
amicable feelings towards all should be cultivated. The nation which indulges 
towards another an habitual hatred, or an habitual fondness, is in some degre*. 
a slave. It is a slave to its animosity or to its affection, either of which is 
sufficient to lead it astray from its duty and its interest 


Antipathy in one nation against another, disposes, each more readily to 


offer insult and injury, to lay hold of slight causes of umbrage, and to be 
haughty and intractable when accidental or trifling occasions of dispute occur. 
Hence, frequent collisions, obstinate, envenomed and bloody contests. 
Th« 


nation, prompted by ill-will and resentment, sometimes impels to war th« 
government, contrary to the .bgsf, .ealcgJatioas, of polic£. .The govemmenj 


, cometimei participates in the national propensity, and adopts through passion 


what reason would reject; at other times, it makea the animosity of the nation 
subservient to projects of hostility instigated by pride, ambition, and other 
sinister and pernicious motives. The peace often, sometimes perhaps the lib- 
erty, of nations has been the victim. 
> 


So likewise, a passionate attachment of one nation for another produces 


a variety of evils. Sympathy for the favorite nation, facilitating the illusion 
of an imaginary common interest in cases where no real common interest exists, 
and infusing into one the enmities of the other, betrays the former into a par- 
ticipation in the quarrels and wars of the latter, without adequate inducement 
or justification. 


Foreign Influence A Baneful Foe. 


It leads also to concessions to the favorite nation of privileges denied to 


ethers,'which is apt doubly to injure the nation making the concessions, by 
nnnecewarily parting with what ought to have been retained, and by exciting 
jealousy, ill-will, and a disposition to retaliate, in the parties from whom equal 
privileges ar« withheld. 
And it gives to ambitious, corrupted, or deluded 


citizens (.who devote themselves to the favorite nation), facility to betray or 
sacrifice the interests of their own country, without odium, sometimes even 
with popularity; gilding with the appearances of a virtuous sense of obliga- 
tion, a commendable deference for public opinion, or a laudable zeal for public 
good, the base or foolish compliances of ambition, corruption, or infatyation. 


As avenue* to foreign influence in innumerable ways such .attachments are 


particularly alarming to the truly enlightened and independent patriot. How 
many opportunities do they afford to tamper with domestic factions, to practise 
the arts of seduction, to mislead public opinion, to influence or awe the public 
councils I Such an attachment of a> small or weak, towards a great and power- 
ful nation, dooms the former to be the satellite of the latter. 


Against the insidious wiles of foreign influence (I conjure you to believe 


me, fellow-citizens), the jealousy of a tree people ought to be constantly awake, 
•inoe history and experience prove that foreign influence is one of the most 
baneful foes of republican government 
But that jealousy, to be useful, must 


be impartial; else it becomes the instrument of the very influence to be avoided, 
instead of a defence against it. 


Excessive partiality for one foreign nation, and excessive dislike of an- 


other, cause those whom they actuate to seo'danger only on one side, and serve 
to veil and even second the arts of influence on the other. 
Real patriots who 


may resist the intrigues of the favorite, are liable to become suspected and 
odious; while its tools and dupes usurp tha applause and confidence of the pur- 
pose, to surrender their interests. 


The great rule of conduct for ns, in regard to foreign nations, is, in ex- 


tending our commercial relations, to have with them as- little political connec- 
tion as possible. 
So far as we have already formed engagements, let them be 


fulfilled with perfect good faith. Here let us stop. 


Europe's Primary Interests Not Our Concern. 


Europe has a set of primary interests, which to us have none, or a very 


remote relation. 
Hence she must be engaged in frequent controversies, the 


causes of which are essentially foreign to our concerns. Hence, therefore, it 
must be unwise in us to implicate ourselves, by artificial ties, in the ordinary 


1 vicissitudes of her politics, or the ordinary combinations and collisions of her 
friendships or enmities. 


Our detached and distant situation invites aad enables us to pursue a dif- 


ferent cours*. If we remain one people, under an efficient government, the 
period is not far off when we may defy material injury from external annoy- 
ance; when we may take such an attitude as will cause the neutrality, we may 
at any time resolve upon, to be scrupulously respected; when belligerent 
nations, under the impossibility of maldng acquisitions upon us, will not 
lightly hazard the giving us provocation; when we may choose peace or war, as 
our interest, guided by justice, shall counsel. 


Why forego the advantages of so peculiar a situation ? Why quit our own 


to stand upon foreign ground? Why, by interweaving our destiny with that 
of any part of Europe, entangle our peace and prosperity in the toils of Eur- 
opean ambition, rivalship, interest, humor, or caprice ? 


It is our true policy to steer clear of permanent alliances with, any portion 


of the foreign world; so far, I mean, as we are now at liberty to do it; for let 
me not be understood as capable of patronizing infidelity to existing en^aga- 
ments. I hold the maxim no less applicable to public than to private alaira 
that honesty is always the best policy. I repeat it, therefore, let those en<rage- 
ments be observed in their genuine sense. But, in my opinion, it is unn°ece3- 
sary and would be unwise to extend them. 


Taking care always to keep ourselves., by suitable establishments, on a re- 


spectable defensive, posture, we may safely trust to temporary alliances for 
extraordinary emergencies. 


Harmony, liberal intercourse with all nations, are recommended by policy 


humanity and interest. But even oar commercial policy should hold an equal 
and impartial hand; neither seeking nor granting exclusive favors or prefer- 
ences; consulting the natural course of things; diffusing and diversifying by 
gentle rr«ans the streams of commerce, but forcing nothing; establishing with 
powers so disposed, in order to give trade a stable coarse, to define the rights 
of our merchants, and to enable the government to support them, conventional 
rules of intercourse, the beet that present circumstances and mutual opinion 
will permit, hut temporary, and liable to be from time to time abandoned or 
varied, as experience and circumstances shall dictate. 


Disinterested Favors From Abroad An Illusion. 
Constantly keeping in view, that it is folly in one nation to look for dis- 


interested favors from another; that it must pay with a portion of its indepen- 
dence for whatever it may accept under that character; that, by such accept- 
ance, it may place itself in the condition of having given equivalents for nom- 
inal favors, and yet of being reproached with ingratitude for not giving more. 


There can be no greater error than to expect or calculate upon real favori 


from nation to nation. It is an illusion, which experience must cure, which a 
just prid« ought to discard. 


Ia offering to you, my countrymen, these counsels of an old and affection- 


ate fnend, I dare not hope they will make the strong and lasting impression 
I conld wish; that they will control the usual current of the passions, or pre- 
T«nt our nation from running the course which has hitherto marked the destiny 
of nation*. 


But, if I may even natter myself that they may be productive of soma 


partial benefit, some occasional good; that they may now and then recur to 
moderate the fury of party spirit, to warn against the mischiefs of foreign 
intrigue, to guard against the impostures of pretended patriotism; this hope 
will be a full recompense for the solicitude for your welfare, by which they 
bare been dictated. 


How. far in the discharge of my official duties I have been guided bv the 


principles which have been delineated, the public records and other evidences 
of my conduot must witness to you and to the world. To myself, the assurance 
of my own conscience i«, that I have at least believed myself to be guided by 
them. 


_ Though, in reviewing the incidents of my administrations, I am uncon- 


JCious of intentional error, I am nevertheless too sensible of my defects not to 
think it probable that I may have committed many errors. 
Whatever they 


may be, I fervently beseech the Almighty to avert or mitigate the evils to which 
they may tend, I shall also carry with rne the hope that'my country will never 
cease to view them with indulgence; and that, after forty-five years of my life. 
dedicated to its service with an upright zeal, the faults of incompetent abilities 
will be consigned to oblivion, as myself must soon be to the mansions of rest.
